$100 Exemption 

You are granted a $100 exemption 
as a returning resident of the United 
States if: 

You are returning from a stay of 
no less than 48 hours; 

You have not used the $100 ex¬ 
emption, or any part of it, within the 
preceding 30-day period. 

Articles totallinf $100 (based on the 
fair retail value of each item) may 
be entered free of duty, subject to 
the limitations on liquor and cigars, if: 

limitation on liquor and cigars 

they accompany you at the time 
of your return; 

they were acquired as an incident 
of your trip; 

they are for your personal or 
household use; 

they are properly declared to cus¬ 
toms. 

Cigars and cigarettes: There is no 
limitation on the number of cigarettes 
that may be imported for your personal 
use. Flowever, not more than 100 cigars 
may be included. 

Liquor: One quart of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages may be included in this exemp¬ 
tion if you are 21 years of aqe or 
older.

LAKE WINNIPEG 

Some 50 miles north of Winnipeg, 
the wide sand beaches of Lake Win¬ 
nipeg are popular places for residents 
and visitors alike. On the west shore 
—Sans Souci, Matlock, Whytewold, 
Ponemah, Winnipeg Beach, Sandy 
Hook, and Gimli occupy an unbroken 
stretch of sand 20 miles in length. On 
the west shore, Patricia, Beaconia, 
Hillside, and Victoria Beaches, and 
Grand Beach Provincial Park are 
located on one of the finest stretches 
of sand in central North America.

There are cliffs and 
ledges along lake shores and rivers 
and boulder-strewn sand and gravel 
beaches. Over 200 lakes are located 
in the park offering swimming, boat¬ 
ing, waterskiing, sailing, fishing and 
hunting in season. Scores of motels, 
tourist lodges, hunting and fishing 
lodges, camp grounds and picnic sites 
resorts are at the following lakes: 
are located throughout the park. Major

Beyond the northwestern limit of the 
Whiteshell, the Winnipeg River swings 
north at Seven Sisters Fails to the town 
of Lac du Bonnet, gateway to many 
vacation sites in the immediate vicinity.

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RIDING MOUNTAIN DUCK MOUNTAIN 


One hundred and seventy-five miles 
northwest of Winnipeg, Riding Moun¬ 
tain National Park, one of the most 
popular national parks in Canada, rises 
a thousand feet above the surrounding 
plains. This highly developed summer 
resort is well endowed with motels, 
lodges, camp grounds, trailer parks, 
and picnic sites. The 18-hole golf 
course at Clear Lake is set in the midst 
of rolling hills and thickly wooded ter¬ 
rain. Swimming, riding, boating, tennis, 
golf, and fishing are popular pastimes 
in this attractive family vacation resort. 
Wasagaming on Clear Lake is a mod¬ 
ern vacation town, with many facilities 
for recreation and accommodation. The 
entire park, covering some 148 square 
miles, is a game preserve. There is an 
exhibition herd of buffalo at Audy Lake. 
One of the largest herds of elk in 
Canada browse in the forest; black 
bear, moose, and deer are frequently 
seen along the highways. 



WINNIPEG 


North of Riding Mountain National 
Park, the Duck Mountain Provincial 
Park contains some of the highest 
elevations in the province. This thickly 
wooded plateau, crossed by steep hills 
and valleys, contains a number of 
beautiful lakes—Singush, Childs, Well¬ 
man, the Blue Lakes, and others. There 
are camp grounds on several lakes and 
tourist lodges at East Blue and Wellman 
Lakes. 


THE PAS - FLIN FLON 

Five hundred miles north of Winni¬ 
peg, via highway 10, a vast area of 
lakes, rivers, forests, and rocks lies 
between The Pas and Flin Flon. Clear¬ 
water Provincial Park and Grass River 
Provincial Park are located in this area. 
This is one of the best fishing and hunt¬ 
ing areas in North America. Northern 
Pike, walleye, and lake trout are the 
major species. Many trophy fish are 
taken hereabouts. Motels, tourist 
lodges, hunting and fishing lodges, 
camp grounds, trailer parks, and picnic 
sites are located at strategic places. 
Access to some remote lodges is by 
boat or float-equipped aircraft. 


FLY-IN AREA 

In northeastern Manitoba accessible 
via float-plane, lies Fishing Lake, 
which offers excellent angling and 
hunting in season. Fishing Lake Lodge, 
one of the finest resorts in Manitoba, 
is located at this site. Further north, 
the well known Gods Lake yields large 
lake trout, while trophy-size brook trout 
are taken in Gods River. Large fish 
from these waters have been consistent 
winners in national and international 
angling contests. In the far northeast, 
Churchill on the shore of Hudson Bay 
is a popular place for tourists. Here 
is the site of historic Prince of Wales 
Fort; Indian and Eskimo villages are 
nearby the town. The Eskimo Museum 
and white whales off the estuary of 
the Churchill River are well worth 
seeing.
